And ſo this Divine-Spirited Pſalmaſt, 
in many other of his Pſalms,would often particularlyrell what GO D had 
done for Him,and that ſometimes notwithſlanding many il] Enemies; and 
ſo whar pzrticular Bleſſings, ProteRions, Deliverances, Joys, andFelicities, 
his GOD had given ammo hi. the like we read of many other Saints in 
all Ages ; of which I may elſewhere give many Inftancies.

And here I mighr,to the Divine Praiſe, particularly declare of many bleſ-

ſpcrity. But now onely a lirtle of ſome things, And fo if he did formerly (in 
ſomething publiſhed ) ro God's Glory particularly cell ( and that with 2 
much afleyeration for thetruth thereof, and wiſhing God's Hes accor- 
ding ) how that be knew a man ſome years ago, when he was a little mcie 
then a Child ,and that 1n a time of his much ſickneſs, who then enjoyed ſuch 
J"ycs,as he believes were yery Þcginnings and partakingsof Heaven ; Such 
as the very Thoughts thereof hath often ſince much rejoyed him, anddid 
much'iincirc him to write ſome things of Diuine and Heautny happineſſe on 
Eaith,&c.

And if any Diviae Gl# ſhall be occaſioned 
by this, or ſome orher following Declarings , ſome Encmics might have a 
little thanks, aſyel as ſomething elſe,for the ſame*, fince ro th; m he mighr 
Ly (with the much Heavcn-joyed Apoſtle) Ye have compellid me. : 


And thcrefore a'ſo he may be the berter excuſed, if he were apr to think, bs 
that ſuch Divine and Heavenny Joys and {© ncouragements, in ſuch young!

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{:lyes,as much as thcy ride rhe people, arc i aſhamed to deny them W1i- 


[ a1ighr alſo, roche Divine Praiſe, rcll hew Heaven hath often ſmiled 
. Joys and Bleflings, up»n his good Reſolutions and Endeayours , (eſp:cial- 
Iy in Writin.: ſome things concerning Man's Happineſs ) and alſo particu- 
Jarly of many Divine Providences,Prote&ions, and Encouragem.nts, ſome- 
times notwithſtanding ill Enemies, and rheir being eyil-cy'd againſt a Man's 
g10d Relylutions, and of hopeful rurning their wrongful Oppoſi. ion to his 
good.

thouſand poungs worth of the ſame Lands, ar Sr. Peters, and Tilmfo7 ; 
and alſo goods , or of ſeine hundred pounds of my Rent received by whom 
ruſted, or thar any would ofcen ſay or threaten I ſhould ger none thereof, 
unlefl: I would comply not to Print Books, or it ſeemes be cngaged nor to 


Print ſuch things as ſome are evil cy'd againſt, though good ReſoJurions. 


And I wiſh I may have no occafien ro Impreſlc a Tragicomicall Narrative 
of ſome wrongs, hinderances, I11-triks, and perſccurions, and how yer, old 
Satan 1s nor like to get much by ſetting on ro the ſameunlefle ſome exalta- 
tion of gh&Comb rathe: then hornes; though tor other encmyes I wiſh ra- 
ther racir love and peace with ſome Rightment. Bu though it ſome diſcon- 
ce:tented, nnpeaceable , ſedicious or il}-minded men ( of ſeyerall Cloaks) 
would be ſo evil-ey*d as to ſheiy theic hornes ( rhough much longer Combs 
thezeby) againſt ſuch good endeavours and reſ»utions , yet wel'-minded,, 
peaccadle, and gracious men will (I hop:) much rejcyce and praiſe our God 
for ſuch much hopeful! g10d and happincflce, as in the following Papers in- 
end.dto be added hereunto, may in ſome litle part appeare, though eſpe- 
c::1]y more p'ainly.when ſuc! further 920d Reſolutions theicof arc knithed 
anc publiſhed, |

And 1 m1y allo,if occafion,in a ſecond part hereof, proceed te the next ge- 
nerall oblcryation mentioned in the firft Se&ion , of checking the ilabuſed- 
nefle of wicked mens hernes, though by ſh:wing and bruſhing rheir Combs 
and long cares and otnerwiſe. And therein (among others) ſome things, if 
occahon, cf a Tnagicomicall Narrative , and round Bruſh, or Catechiſe, And 
ſome things (further then in the {ormer Impreflion) of an intended Tragi- 
comicall book wherein may be ſhewed how that old Satan bath figuratively a 
Comb as well as Hornes , and his Servants both Combs and long Eares. And 
how they may be well checked, derided, bruſhed, ordered, &c.

And fo hoy at laſt (when the obſtinate unconycried wicked 
men ſhall be all hoary-cutted , and Comb-ſhewn elſewhere ) they char are
